It 
accu.sed Washingto n o f planning 
an attack o n Cuba that wo uld 
engulf the wo rld in thermo nuclear 
war. 


But the 4,000-wo rd letter fro m 
Fo reign Minister Raul Ro a car­ 
ried a veiled o ffer to talk o ut dif­ 
ferences in meetings with U.S. o f­ 
ficials. 
“There is no better way in a 
crisis such as this than peaceful 
nego tiatio ns and di.scu.ssio ns be 
tween 
go vernments,” 
Ro a 
to ld 
Thant. 
The letter, which Ro a asked to 
be distributed to all U.N. delega­ 
tio ns. spelled o ut whatt he Cubans 
called pro vo cative acts and state­ 
ments fro m the U.S. go vernment, 
co ngres.smen and Cuban ex iles. It 
•aid the situatio n between the 
United States and Cuba has been 
deterio rating since the Octo ber 
So viet mi.ssile crisis. 
“Humanity sees itself envelo ped 
again in an atmo sphere o f threats 
and tensio ns that co uld lead to a 
thermo nuclear war." Ro a .said. 
Further o n in the letter, he 
charged that “ steps are being tak­ 
en presently by the United States 
to

aggressio n 
against 
Cuba.” 
He said the U.S. Navy base at 
Guantanamo Bay is **a den o f 
spies, .sabo teurs and co unterrevo l­ 
utio naries.” 
Co inciding with the anno unce­ 
ment o f Ro a’s letter, the Armed 
Fo rces Mmi.stry charged that the 
United States staged six incidents 
o n land and sea aro und Cuba re­ 
cently. 
In o ne incident, the ministry 
said, a U.S. Navy de.stro yer “had

as it appro ached Havana harbo r. 
A Havana radio bro adcast heard 
in Key West, F'la., said that a So ­ 
viet merchant ve.s.sel .saved two 
Cuban fi.shing bo ats fro m .seizure 
by two U.S. de.stro yers. It said the 
So viet ship pro tected the fi.shing 
bo ats by steaming in the path o f 
the destro yers. The bro adcast also 
claimed that three U.S. de.stro yers

Cuba Files Complaint Against U.S. With U.N. 


Provocative Acts 
Listed Against 
Navy, Congress 


HAVANA ( A P ) — C u b a 
sent off a list of complaints 
Tuesday against the U nit­ 
ed States to U.N. Secre­ 
tary-General U Thant. It 
accused Washington of planning 
an attack on Cuba that would 
engulf the world in therm onuclear 
war. 


But the 4,000-word letter from 
Foreign Minister Raul Roa ca r­ 
ried a veiled offer to talk out dif­ 
ferences in meetings with U.S. of­ 
ficials. 
“ There is no better way in a 
crisis such as this than peaceful 
negotiations and discussions be­ 
tween 
governm ents,” 
Roa 
told 
Thant. 
The letter, which Roa asked to 
be distributed to all U.N. delega­ 
tions. spelled out w hatt he Cubans 
called provocative acts and state­ 
m ents from the U.S. governm ent, 
congressm en and Cuban exiles. It

the situation

the 
United States and Cuba has been 
deteriorating since 
the October 
Soviet m issile crisis. 
“ Humanity sees itself enveloped 
again in an atm osphere of threats 
and tensions that could lead to a 
therm onuclear w ar," Roa said. 
Further on in the letter, he 
charged that “ steps are being tak ­ 
en presently by the United States 
to

against 
Cuba.” 
He said the U.S. Navy base at 
G uantanam o Bay ii “ a den of 
spies, saboteurs and counterrevol­ 
utionaries.” 
Coinciding with the announce­ 
m ent of R oa’s letter, the Armed 
Forces Ministry charged that the 
United States staged six incidents 
on land and sea around Cuba re­ 
cently. 
In one incident, the m inistry 
said, a U.S. Navy destroyer “had 
the

as it approached H avana harbor. 
A Havana radio broadcast heard 
in Key West, Fla., said that a So­ 
viet m erchant vessel saved two 
Cuban fishing boats from seizure 
by two U.S. destroyers. It said the 
Soviet ship protected the fishing 
boats by steam ing in the path of 
the destroyers. The broadcast also 
claimed that three U.S. destroyers 
harassed another fishing boat else­ 
where for m ore than three hours.

DOVER Del (A P)—The judges

the constitutionality of the whip­ 
ping post. and expressed grave 
doubts as to their authority or 
ability to rule in the case.

Schm ittinger, counsel for Franklin 
W. Cannon, whose sentence of 20 
lashes at the whipping post was 
reinstated after he violated parole 
last year. The date of the whip 
ping never was set. pending the 
appeal 
Terry repeatedly asked Schmit­ 
tinger how the court could determ ­ 
ine what public opinion was on 
the issue. 
“ Isnt’ 
legislative 
action 
sup­ 
posed to be representative of pub­ 
lic opinion,'’ asked T erry, “ lf so, 
there has been a definite legisla­ 
tive policy since colonial days.” 
Schmittinger claimed that whip­ 
ping is cruel today, although it 
m ay not have been at one time,: 
because it is now considered un­ 
civilized. 
Delaware is the. only state in 
the union which still has a whip­ 
ping post but no one has been 
whipped in the last ll years. 
“At what point did it become 
cruel?” asked Wolcott. 
Both Schmittinger and Harold 
M. Handelman, attorney for the 
Civil Liberties Union acting as a 
friend of the court, argued no 
date could be pinpointed. 
Cannon. 20. of Dover, was sent­ 
enced to three years in prison and 
20 lashes in 1961 for stealing a 
car. But the sentence was sus­ 
pended by Judge Stew art Lynch. 
But when Cannon violated proba­ 
tion last year, Lynch reinstated 
the sentence.

A forced air gas heat­ 
ing system can be easily converted to central air 
conditioning because the ducts are already in 
place. Because electric resistance heating sys­ 
tems have no ducts, they cannot be used to air 
condition.)

Dropping 'Reforms' 
That Won't W ork 


President Kennedy told the American Bank­ 
ers Association that he will do “whatever is 
necessary” to get a three-year tax cut totaling 
at least $10 billion. He will even accept from 
Congress a hill minus any tax reforms of the 
kind he asked for in the proposal he sent to 
Capitol Hill this year. 
In fact, he indicated that if a bill providing 
$13.5 billion in tax cuts and shorn of any re­ 
vision other than rate changes should reach him, 
he will sign that. Rather than have a cut he 
considers too small to do the job he has in mind, 
he would take one he considers too big. 
This stand at least clarifies the issue that 
has been placed before Congress by the adminis­ 
tration. For the first time the President has 
advocated a tax cut as a means of stimulating 
the economy—not merely removing certain dis­ 
tortions in the tax structure that act as brakes 
on growth. He believes there is no need to fear 
the deficits resulting from such a cut. 
That is putting it far too gently. Mr. Ken­ 
nedy made it clearer than ever that what he 
is after is a series of planned deficits. His only 
concern is that they be big enough to give the 
economy a strong enough push to get it rolling. 
He has clearly indicated that the essence of the 
whole program is a dose of pump-priming. Re­ 
vamping the tax structure is of less significance 
and can be deferred. 
The so-called tax “reforms” the President 
proposed have already had enough of an airing 
so that there will be few long faces because the 
President is not going to insist on them. Many 
of the changes he sought would make the tax 
burden fall less equitably and would have un­ 
fortunate side effects. It doesn’t seem likely that 
they would create jobs or increase investment 
in new plants. 
All the same, the tax cut revealed as an 
exercise in pump-priming looks even ’more 
dubious than it did before the President spoke 
to the bankers. Pump-priming got a thorough 
trial back in the 1930s. Planned deficits didn’t 
work then and there’s no convincing reason to 
believe that they would work now.

MIAMI — President Kennedy spends his W inter 
vacation periods at Palm Beach, obviously worrying 
between bouts of sunshine about the roadblocks which 
his opponents are setting up to forestall his New Fron­ 
tier program . 
Perhaps he should devote some of his 
time to the not-so-very-far-away Hialeah Race Track. 
It would m ake him far m ore hopeful for some of his 
pet bills. 
Hialeah is a fascinating experience, and harm less 
enough if you don’t let it push you off your financial 
rocker. To w atch the horses run on green turf against 
an exotic background that consists of an island-studded 
lake is a m em ory to be treasured. In the spirit of the 
seventh inning stretch a couple of Seminole Indians 
stir a crowd of lazy pink flamingos into startled flight 
from one of the islands in the lake along toward the 
end of a racing afternoon. This alone, to a neophyte 
of race going, is worth the price of admission. 
But it is the people at Hialeah who are the real 
revelation. 
They don’t look at each other. 
The 
sight of hundreds wandering back and forth between 
their trackside seats and the pari-mutuel betting 
windows is proof of a real “lonely crowd.” The eyes 
of the man who bumps into you are abstracted, 
looking entirely inward as abstruse calculations are 
made on the clicking abacus that is the race-track 
goer’s brain. This man and his eyes, when multi­ 
plied by thousands, make for abstraction en masse. 
It is something which Walt Whitman, the poet of 
the mass, knew nothing about. 
Hialeah has m any lures. It can provide a tingling 
sport for those who love sport. It can provide a day 
of carnival, for, besides horses and flamingos, there 
are other anim al exhibits at the park. 
But the big 
lure for m any people is the lure of something for noth­ 
ing—or, rather, the lure of som ething like a thirty-to- 
one long shot win on a little old two dollar bet. 
The spectacle of so m any people living in a dream 
of raking in the dollars without working for them is 
depressing to a conservative, but it should b e-a tonic 
to true believers in the New Frontier. For the appeal 
of the easy dollar is so unquenchable that it m ust be 
only a question of tim e before every New Frontier bill 
in Kennedy’s arsenal is passed. The educationists will 
get their flossy new laboratories and dorm itories and 
school buildings, all at the expense of W ashington. 
M edicare is a practical cinch. 
E asy jobs fo. youths 
cleaning up litter in the forests will be provided by 
the federal governm ent, despite the lesson of the past 
which shows that automation alw ays creates m ore jobs 
In the end than it destroys. Everyone who can join a 
big enough pressure group will get his sizeable bit 
from the governm ent. 
Or so it m ust seem to a de­ 
p is s e d conservative as the light wanes in the late 
afternoon at Hialeah. 
Bill Veeck (as in “Wreck” ), the baseball man 
who made history by sending a midget to bat to 
get a crucial base on balls when he owned a big- 
time team, recently came up with a proposal to 
let government-sponsored pari-mutuel betting* or a 
State-owned lottery pay the bills for things like 
Medicare. He was promptly sat upon by people who 
objected to the immorality of the proposition. 
It 
would be wrong, so Vecck’s critics said, to have the 
State encourage gambling. 
Well, as a P uritan 'ah, there. Dr. Heller), I cer- 
|* jtain ly don’t favor any extra fostering of the something- 
1 ^-for-nothing spirit. 
But Veeck’s proposal is not to be 
dismissed out of hand even by us Puritans. The truth 
is that governm ent, even without a lottery, is already 
dedicated to w hat amounts to an all-out crusade to 
prom ote the something-for-nothing philosophy. It is the 
working P uritans in our society who m ust pay the bills 
for all the dream -stuff program s that em anate from 
Washington. So the im m oralists live off the m oralists, 
which is not exactly a moral situation. 
The injustice of this ought to be apparent to any­ 
body who thinks very long about it. 
So why not let 
the im m oralists take in each other’s washing? 
Why 
not let one set of dream stuff people pay for the political 
give-aways th at go to another set? 
A lottery is just 
the thing to finance the sure-thing addicts who insist 
on living off federal largesse. And the Puritans am ong 
us would be freed to go on working without that feel­ 
ing that the only rew ard for that last ounce of labor 
is excessive taxation.

ROME. 
After making his first presenta­

The President’s 
Special A mbassador will get a 
w arm welcome, a reaffirm ation 
of the approval "in principle” of 
the m ultilateral force that Prim e 
M inister Fanfani gave the P resi­ 
dent in W ashington — but no 
final com m itm ent. 
There are at least three rea­ 
sons why the present Italian gov­ 
ernm ent is unlikely to m ake a 
final com m itm ent to M erchant. 
The first is the oncoming nation­ 
al election. No one in authority 
w ants 
the 
practical 
problem s 
raised by the m ultilateral deter­ 
rent schem e to become electoral 
issues. 
The second reason is the main 
practical problem involved in this 
schem e. The Pentagon has re ­ 
duced the estim ated cost of the 
m ultilateral deterrent by the sim ­ 
ple expedient of deciding that 
surface ships will do quite well 
enough as platform s for these 
particular polaris missiles. None­ 
theless, the cost will be heavy — 
in the neighborhood of two-and- 
a-half billion dollars, reportedly. 
With the U. S. footing 40 per 
cent of the bill, that leaves a bil­ 
lion and a half dollars to be put 
up by the Europeans, which will 
m ainly m ean the G erm ans and 
Italians if the m ultilateral deter­ 
ren t ever becomes a reality.

is already hard put to pay for 
the modernization of its NATO 
division. Finding another hundred 
million or so a year to pay for 
the m ultilateral deterrent will be 
far from easy.
